James Brooks, of New York, is one of 
the most elegant gentlemen in the House. 
His hair is tinged with grey; his profile is 
fine; his manners stately and courteous;

clear. Of all the true men in the body, 
none stand ahead of Mr. Brooks. By the 
South he should ever be beld in grateful 
remembrance and warm affection.

Grant is strikingly expressive of his tran- 
vui, unbending reselution.
